In Jerusalem, the council resolu- 
tion was greeted with dismay. 
Israel had been hoping that its 
staunch supporters Id the council 
would be able to head -off the vote or 
water-down the draft. 

But. while official sources e»m 
they regarded the resolution — the 
first by a European forum calling 
for changes In 242 — as "very 
serious", there was an effort to 
minimize the weight of the Council 
of Europe. 

The Council of Europe comprises 
representatives of 21 European 
Parllamanets. It is to be dis- 
tinguished from the European 
Parliament, whose seat Is also in 
Strasbourg, and which is ihthe 
PParjfament of the European Com- 
munity. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, in a radio Interview, noted 
that the council had "no powers" 
and therefore its resolutions were 
of a "largely declarative nature". 

Other officials sold that the coun- 
cil, as it did not represent 
governments or bind governments 
by Its decisions, apparently felt it 
could afford to ignore the May 28 
autonomy talks target date and the 
specific American request to Euro- 
pean governments that they desist 
from any diplomatic initiatives of 
their own until that date. 

(It was this American reasoning 
that persuaded the British and 
French governments earlier this 
year to shelve their plans to in-

JEDOA. — Saudi Arabia, angered 
by the screening of a controversial 
television film depleting the execu- 
tion of a Saudi princess, yesterday 
asked Britain to recall its am- 
bassador from Saudi Arabia and 
was studying the possibility of 
economic sanctions against the 
17.K. 

Government sources said Saudi 
Arabia had "Instructed the 
kingdom's ambassador-designate 
to Britain to postpone the presenta- 
tion- of his credentials — a fact 
which invalidates the presence of 
the British ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia. 


They sold the decision was 
adopted by the Saudi cabinet during 
Us weekly session on Tuesday. 

The government has also '‘review- 
ed the Saudl-ffrftish economic 
relations, particularly the position 
of the British companies operating 
in Saudi Arabia." 

And some political sources said 
major British contracts would not 


be renewed when they expire. 

A London Foreign Office state- 
ment said. "It is most unfortunate 
that Anglo-Saudi relations should 
have been damaged by a film for 
which -the British government vaa 
In no way responsible, and which It 
could not prevent being shown on 
British television or elsewhere." 

The *440.000 movie, ‘‘Death of a 
Princess,'* dramatized the 1ST? 
public execution of 10 -yeor-old 
Princess Misha, said to have fallen 
in love with a fellow student after 
being married to a cousin in an 
arranged match. She was convicted 
of adultery and of violating Saudi 
laws dealing with relations 
between ivyalty and commoners. 

The princcM was shot to death In 
a public car park. Her lover woa 
forced to watch the shooting, sad 
vm then beheaded. 

The film, jointly produced by 
Bri tain ’* Independent Tele vision 
Network and WKBG of Boston, was 
shown by the British network 
despite strong protest by the Saudi 


government. 

The Saudis scored the screening 
as a "negative position token by the 
British government." They sold the 
film "desecrates the pried plea of 
Islamic Sharia (religious laws)." 
(According to Islamic la», the 
penalty for adultery la death. > 

They complained that the film 
depicted them in a "barbaric" light 
and mocked their culture and laws. 

The Sim in scheduled to be shown 
on May 12 in the U.S. British 
Foreign Minister Lord Carrington) 
sent a message of regret to King 
Khalcd who Ls reportedly “furious" 
over the incident. 

But an opposition leader in 
Parliament, Raymond Fletcher, 
criticized Carrington and sold, "Zf 
the Saudi regime is a cesspool in 
which women are treated worse 
than cattle, then anyone who ex- 
poses. it should have our support. 
The foreign secretary should keep 
his nose out of matters which are 
the concern of journalists and 
broadcasters."

Hungary honours 
Budapest rabbi 


BUDAPEST (Reuter). — The 
Hungarian government has bestow- 
ed one of Its highest state awards on 
Laszlo Salgo. chief rabbi of 
Budapest. 

President Pol Loaonczi presented 
• the Order of the Republic to Rabbi 
Salgo on Tuesday for his efforts to 
strengthen relations between the 
state and the Jewish community la 
Hungary. 
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This idea, which will require me 
jor changes in a number of govern 
ment ministries, emerged from the 
first session of the new efficiency 
and-streamlinlng “think tank* 
which comprises the direc- 
tors-general of ail the government 
ministries.

7-8% inflation 


expected in 
next months

The country Is in for another 
upward inflationary spiral 
which will see monthly price 
rises of an estimated 7 to 8 per 
cent, reversing the trend of the 
first quarter of the year when 
prices climbed an average of 5 
per cent a month, economic 
circles in Jerusalem predicted 
yesterday. 

The price rioea In govemmeni- 
coniroiied goods and services come 
on the eve of the April cost-of-llvlng 
increment, which employees will 
receive in next month's pay 
packets. The rationale behind this 
is an attempt to absorb from the 
public as much surplus cash as 
possible, thus weakening In- 
flationary pressures caused by de- 
mand — while the government 
creates an inflationary spiral set off 
by expenses which it has dictated. 

Nor has the public been slow to 
get the message. In the last two 
days it has made a rush on govern- 
ment bonds. Investing XSSOm.. a 
complete about-face to its total in- 
difference to the bonds in the past 
six months. 

Newly issued bonds sold yester- 
day at 103 per cent, despite an- 
nouncements taht the figure would 


be 101 per cent. The hike was due to 
the rise In energy costs and was an 
attempt to ensure that buyers 
would not make Immediate profits. 
Any payoff on the bonds will have to 
wait until May. since it Is only then 
that Increased energy costs, com- 
ing in the second half of April, will 
have a sharp effect on the Index. 
Treasury circles now estimate that 
Uie April consumer price index will 
be up by 8 to 9 per cent, with May up 
a further 7 per cent. But these are 
only preliminary estimates. 

The government is also shortly to 
decide on a hike In the price of 
bread, from 50 new agorot to 90 new 
agorot. 

Also due Is a poultry pries rise of 
some 30 par cent and more. 

But it Is possible that these in- 
creases will be put off for another 
month to avoid a drastic rise in the 
index. 

As of yesterday, consumers will 
be paying 30 per cent more for elec- 
tricity. Energy .Minister Titzhak 
Mods’] yesterday explained to the 
Knesset's Finance Committee that 
a price rise of 23 per cent is needed 
to cover the 38 per cent rise in in- 
dustrial fuels that the government 
decided on on Tuesday, and a 
further 7 per cent is required to 
cover the ISITOm. deficit that the 
Electric Corporation will have in

PITTSBURGH (UPI). - Senator 
Edward Kennedy saved his 
presidential campaign with a 
paper-thin victory aver President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday, and 
George Bush got more votes but 
fewer delegates than Ronald 
Reagan In Pennsylvania to stay 
alive in the 1980 presidential race. 

Kennedy led Carter from this 
start Tuesday, but after dawn 
yesterday the presideM cut the gap 
to less than 10,000 wivh nearly 3.5 
million votes cast. More than 90,000 
Democrats rejected both Carter 
and Kennedy by casting their 
ballots for "no preference." • 

But the precincts remaining to be 
tabulated in mid-morning were 
slightly stronger for Kennedy than 
Carter, and the Massachusetts 
senator appeared sure of the vic- 
tory he had cautiously claimed 
before midnight. The upshot was a 
nearly even split In the state’s 185- 
member national convention 
delegation. 

Bush beat Reagan by more than 
85,000 with more than 3 million cast 
In the Republican contest, but his 
popular vote victory was not 


matched in the separate balloting 
for the state's 83 national conven- 
tion delegates. Party officials 
tabulated those votes and said 
Reagan had a lean of better than 2r 
to-l. 

Kennedy's frenetic two-week 
campaign focused on falltnga of the 
Carter economi nolicy. and he 
scur.-d wr’’ In 'lal belt and 
oiL.r art of I to hurting 
from rti .c.ilon rter cam- 

paign all but conccd'-i that could 
mean trouble for the president 
ahead. 

The vote tor the leaders in the 
Democratic primary, with 97 per 
cent of districts reporting: 
Kennedy — 715,121 <40 per cent). 
Carter — 708,612 (46 per cent), no 
pref. — 90,522 (6 per cent). 

In the Republican race, with 97 
per cent counted, Bush had 387.428 
(53 per cant) and Reagan, 600,694 
(46 per cent). 

Kennedy apparently won 94 of the 
state's 185 Democratic convention 
delegates and he pulled another 
surprise by beating Carter In 
Tuesday's Vermont delegate 
caucuses. But Carter won big in the 


Missouri caucuses and ended the 
day with a net gain in bis already 
wide delegate lead. 

White House press secretary 
Jody Powell congratulated 
Kennedy hut noted that the presi- 
dent had won more delegates In 
Tuesday's contests. 

Bush said his popular-vote vic- 
tory in Pennsylvania showed that 
his differences with Reagan, "bas- 
ed on my knowledge and ex- 
perience in foreign and domestic af- 
fairs." are beginning to show divi- 
dends. 

But Reagan pointed to bis moun- 
ting delegate gap over Bush and 
predicted for the first time that he 
would win the nomination: “I hate 
to tempt fate, but Z can’t think of a 
circumstance under which he could 
beat me for the nomination." 

In the race for Democratic 
delegates. Carter now apparently 
has 1,125 toward the 1,668 seeded 
for nomination. 

Going Into Pennsylvania, Reagan 
had 547 of the 998 delegates needed 
for nomination. Bush had 96, and 
Representative John Anderson 56.

TEHERAN. — Iran yesterday an- 
nounced a major oil deal with 
Rumania amid increasing signs 
that it is turning to the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe to counteract 
the growing threat of western 
economic sanctions. 

Oil Minister Ail Akbor Malafar 
said in an interview that the 
I Rumanians had agreed to pay 
Iran's toll price in cosh, $35 a 
barrel, for 100,000 barrels of oil a 
day. He hinted that he would an- 
inounce even bigger sales to 
Eastern Bloc countries In the next 
few days. 

Oil companies from Japan, Bri- 
tain and the Netherlands, Iron’s 
biggest customers until last week, 
have refused to pay the latest $2.30 
price increase for Iranian oil,, the 
mast expensive light crude In the 
gulf. 

Mol nT ar said that la the next few 
days his country would start selling 
off the oil which those companies 
were refusing to buy. 

Acting Finance Minister Resa 
Sal Uni was quoted yesterday as 


saying that Iron and the Soviet 
Union had drafted a series of 
agreements on trade and coopera- 
tion which would be submitted to 
the ruling Revolutionary Council 
for approval. 

A senior government official said 
Iran was discussing resuming gas 
sales to the Soviet Union, halted 
last month when Moscow rejected 
on Iranian demand for a five-fold 
price rise. 

Mohammad Pirhuaselnl, one of 
President Abolhassan Rani -Sadr’s 
principal advisers on domestic and 
industrial affairs, said In a 
telephone lnterv^ , *w that "spore 
parts, raw materials land lines 
of supply are the main issues with 
the Russians." 

Iran yesterday also made a 
friendly gesture toward the Soviet 


Union by establishing diplomatic 
relations wlta Marxist South 
Yemen. Until early 1979, Iranian 
soldiers were battling guerrillas of 
Oman’s Dhotar Liberation Front. 

Meanwhile, Canada announced It 
Is Imposing new economic and 
diplomatic sanctions against Iran 
because of Its "serious and con- 
tinuing violation of international 
law" in holding 30 American 
hostages. External Affairs Minister 
Mark MacGuigan said In Ottawa 
yesterday that the new measures 
Include limiting Iranian diplomatic 
staff in Ottawa to one officer — a se- 
cond officer has been given 72 hours 
to leave the country. No further 
visas will be Issued to Iranian 
students, except for a small group 
already granted provisional ap- 
proval.

Next Wednesday, the committee 
will discuss the details of the other 
price riaLfis that the Com- 
EC’jiicallon.; Ministry want-, to in- 
trod the beginning of May, 
when costs, to .the public will go up 
by an average of S3 per cent. 

Local calls, (i.e., each unit 
registered) will go up to 34 new 
agorot. Telephone installation will 
climb to IS1.200. Maintenance (the 
basic charge paid by all sub- 
scribers) will cost IS66 for two 
months. 

Local letters will be charged at 45 
new agorot and postcards at 35 new 
agorot. A registered letter will cost 
ISi.55. A 3 kg. package posted for 
local delivery will cost IS5, with a 50 
per cent reduct, ion for soldiers’ 
mail. But all these Items need the 
Finance Committee’s approval. 

Certain to have a significant Im- 
pact on the consumer price Index 
are transport price rises which 
have already been approved by the 
Transport and Finance Ministries. 

As of May 4, bus. taxi and train 
fares will go up by 50 to 53 per cent. 
Urban bus fares, now 60 new 
agorot, will go up to 90 new agorot. 
Those fares which are now 93 new 
agorot will rise to 151.50, and those 


which now cost ZS2.S5 wifi rise to 
IS2. 

Taxi fares will climb by 50 per 
cent, as will special bus trips. 

Truck haulage will cost 30 per 
cent more, and rail freight will go 
up by 46 per cent. 

Most likely to be hurt by the rise 
in haulage costa and increased 
costs for industrial fuels and elec- 
tricity are companies such as Israel 
Chemicals which use a great deal of 
energy and transport their goods by 
train to the ports. 

The transport Ministry has ex- 
plained the need for the rise in 
terms of increased energy costs, on 
the one hand, and the need to stay 
within the XS250ro. budgeted for 
subsidies to public transport. This 
figure was predicated on a cut that 
will reduce the subsidy to 25 per 
cent. In the post, it stood at over 50 
per cent. 

The Communications Ministry 
explains the rise It seeks as needed 
to make the public pay the real coat 
of the services It gets. II costs are 
not put up, It says, then Israel’s 
'communications network will be 
enjoying a subsidy.

‘Liberals won’t break up I

Likud for centrist party’

TEL AVIV. — Liberal sources 
Close to Deputy Prime Minister 
Slznha 'Ehrlich said last night that 
all talk of the formation of a new 
centre party at this jumcture "is 
utterly baseless" and that the party 
will not break up the Likud. 

Observers have been saying that, 
should Ehrlich emerge triumphant 
from the Liberal convention 
scheduled for early July, the 
chances of a new political reallgne- 
ment would receive a considerable 
boost. At the helm of the new party 
would be Herut's Erer Weiznaan, 
with the Liberals forming the basic 
component, supported by 3hal and 
Democratic Movement splinters. 

HoWever. Ehrlich's aides nixed 
this scenario. “Such a move would 
bring the government down, and 
this would mean a humiliating 
return to the opposition benches for 
us; under the present cir- 
cumstances there la no ohance 
whatever of our making such a 
move,” the sources stressed. 

They added that another difficul- 
ty was Welzman’a unpredfctaW. 11- 
ty. He “emits contradictory signals 


every day," the sources main- 
tained. 

They also took Issue with 
a ssessments that the Liberal con- 
vention Would mark a milestone in 
Israeli politics by triggering a 
realignment ot the political parties, 

“Anyone who predicts great up- 
heavals in the wake of our conven- 
tion is mistaken," the sources In- 
sisted. 

These statements from Ehrlich 
circles may be a signal to the 
Democratic Movement, whose 
council Is due to discuss on Sunday 
demands that it leave the govern- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, the Liberals are 
preparing (or the party elections to 
,be held on Sunday. 

Ehrlich so far is the only an- 
inounced candidate for the post of 
[party chairman, and the group link- 
ed to Energy Minister Yitzhak . 
iModa'i Would like Jewish Agency 
i chairman Arye Dulzln to challenge 
ihim. Dulsln said he would consider 
i the move, and Ehrlich's aides 
iyesterday called upon Dulzln "not 
[Just to consider, but to throw your 
hat into the ring."

Three prominent Jerusalem con- 
tractors have been found guilty In 
Magistrates' Court of tax offences 
and sentenced to stiff fines totalling 
1850,000, as well as suspended four- 
month Jail sentences. 

Die three are Yerahmlel Etzion 
(72), Eliezer Umonchtk (B0), and 
Yitzhak Primak (65), directors of 
the Yeah Ll contracting firm. They 
were charged with falling to hand in 
periodic tax returns from 1876 to 
1979, and with VAT offences. 

The three pleaded guilty, and 
claimed In mitigation that tbe 


failure to hand in tbe returns was 
caused by liquidity problems. They 
also asked the magistrate. Judge 
Eliahu Ben-Zlmra, to take into ac- 
count their public service records. 
Among the public structures they 
built are the Kennedy Memorial, 
the National Insurance Institute 
building, the Jerusalem fire station, 
five schools and the Eitanlm mental 
hospital.

West Bank mayors normally 
identified with the unofficial 
National Guidance Council publish- 
ed a statement in the East 
Jerusalem Arabic press earlier this 
week condemning the military 
government's decision to-poitpone 
municipal elections In the ad- 
ministered territories for four 
months — or indefinitely. 


The statement, which refers to 
the “municipal councils in the oc- 


cupied territories" emphasizes, 
however, that the mayors will con- 
. tinue to serve “according to the will 
of the people" and not according to 
the wishes of the military govern- 
ment. 

Observers have speculated that 
this statement is indicative of ,a 
.decision by the generally more 
radical mayors to continue serving 
despite the wishes of Jordan and 
the PLO, who are in favour of the 
mayors resigning next Sunday, 
when their term ends. 


Firms want 75% rise 


in car insurance 

TEL AVIV (Itim) . — The heads of 
the country's Insurance companies 
said yesterday that the premiums 
for compulsory third-party 
automobile Insurance must he rais- 
ed by 75 per cent in July. 

At a meeting with economic 
reporters here, they said that If this 
were not done the deficit of Avner 
(the government-controlled pool of 
all the insurance companies) would 
rise, its reserves would shrink, and 
It would become impossible to set- 
tle claims quickly. 

Company spokesmen said that 
premiums have not been Increased 
since last September, despite the 
preliminary recommendations of 
the Stoesael Committee that com- 
pulsory Insurance premiums 
should be raised every three 
months to keep pace with Inflation.

NRP demands new law 
for areas settlements 


Leading builders fined for tax breaches!

TEL AVIV. — The National 
Religious Party Executive decided 
last night to make its continued 
membership in the government 
coalition conditional on the adop- 
tion of legislation to change the 
legal status of Jewish settlements 
in Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
Strip. 

Heads of the Jewish regional 
councils In those areas, who have 
been on a hunger strike on the 
Knesset hill for 36 days, said that in 
view of the NRP decision they 
would considerrending their strike. 

Earlier, one of the settlers pre- 
sent at the meeting warned that "if 
troops are sent In to dismantle one 
more settlement we will resist, and 
the government will be responsible 
for the outbreak of civil war." 

The NRP Executive originally in- 
tended to adopt a softer approach. 
The tougher stand was taken with a 
view to bringing the hunger strike 
to an end. 

NRP leaders cautioned last night 
that the resolution should not be 
viewed as an ultimatum te the 
prime minister, and &ls:*ot clear 
how. far :the NREc-tfill go in Im- 
plementing ths resolution; ' 

. Interior Minister -.Yosef -. Burg 
earlier in the meeting warned the 
settlers that the government does 
not now have the Knesset majority 
needed to alter the status of their 
settlements. 

The Executive unanimously urg- 
ed the settlers to end their hunger 
strike, and called on the govern- 
ment to "urgently find legal 
solutions to the land shortage 
problems of existing settlements 
and of new ones that will be set up 
by the government." 

Settler Shllo Gal of Gush Etzion 
warned that the fate that befell 
Elon Moreh “could now become tbe 
lot of many other settlements, es- 
pecially those set up by Labour in 
the Jordan Valley." 

In Gush Etzion, Kibbutz Migdai 
Oz, which was established in 1968. is 


now facing awsuits by villagers 
who claim they are the legal owners 
of its lands. “Migdai Oz is now in 
danger and so are other veteran 
settlements. We will not be remov- 
ed from there, nor from any of the 
other settlements. A government 
that used the army to evacuate us 
would be responsible tor triggering 
a civil war.", he declaered. 

Another hunger striker, Reuven 
Rosenblatt, chairman of the/ Gaza 
Strip settlements council, demand- 
ed that the NRP “threaten to bring 
down the government over this 
issue, just as other parties do over 
less vital questions." 

While sympathizing with the 
predicament of Migdai Oz, and 
vowing that it and other existing 
settlements would not be Jeopar- 
dized, Burg called on the settlers to 
“be careful" when speaking of i 
bringing the government down. , 

"You would do well to considerer I 
the alternatives," Burg said. “An 
Alignment government would only 
be worse." 

Burg said yesterday that he had 
"completely changed his mind" 
about holding early elections,

WASHINGTON. — U.S. special 
Middle East envoy Sol Linowitz is 
planning to divide into two parts his 
personal participation in the final, 
non-stop effort to conclude the 
’Palestinian autonomy negotiations' 
before the May 26 “goal" set one 
year-ago;, U.S. officials disclosed 
yesterday. 

The officials said that Unowitx Is 
scheduled to fly to Israel on Sunday 
to head the -U.S. delegation at .the 
first round of ministerial-level dis- 
cussions in Herzllya next week. The 
U.S. envoy is scheduled to return to 
. Washington on May B before resum- 
ing his direct involvementon May 
18. when he flies to Egypt for toe 
final round of talks. 

U.S. officials are still hoping that 
the U.S., Israel and Egypt will be 
able to announce significant agree- 
ment on several substantive 
autonomy; areas on May 26 — and 
then, if necessary, to continue the 
negotiations in the weeks and 
months that follow. 

This accelerated, month-long 
drive to wind up the autonomy 
negotiations was agreed upon by 
President Jimmy Carter, Prime 
Minister Men&hem Begin and 
President Anwar Sadat following 
Carter's summit last week with[

The assistant secretary post is 
the key liaison between Washington 
and the U.S. mission to the UN and 
other International agencies.

Shoppers told to 
boycott tomatoes 
at high prices

TEL AVTV. — The Consumer Coun- 
cil yesterday called on Israelis to 
stop buying fruit and vegetables at 
exorbitant prices. 

Maya Tavorl. director of the 
council, pointed out that tomatoes 
— whose prices have skyrocketed In 
recent weeks — were bring sold this 
week In greengrocer shops in North 
Tel Aviv for about ZStf a kilo, at the 
Camel Market tor about IBS. and In 
the Hafikva Quarter for about 187. 
The prices of other vegetables have 
also risen as a result, she said, 
referring to cucumbers being sold 
.at about 1ST a kilo. 

Tavorl said that the council had 
asked Tzlla Dvlr, of the home 
economics department of the 
Agriculture Ministry, to prepare 
recipes of salads made from 
relatively low-priced vegetables. 

Tavorl said the public Is not 
aware that the low-priced carrot 
(IS2-3 a kilo) Is rich In vitamins and 
can be the basis of a number of low- 
priced salads.

Police ombudsman opens shop on Holiday

Storting Monday, policemen and 
. prison warders will be able to sub- 
mit complaints about their working 
conditions to an ombudsman who 
will be answerable only to the 
minister of the Interior. 

The new official. Ze’ev Margaiit, 
Is a oo-year-old lawyer who has 
been on the police force since 1943. 
From 1973 to 1979 he dealt with the 
public's complaints against the 
police. 

Last year's efforts by policemen 
to form a trade union were "a con- 
tributing factor” to the establish- 
ment of the post. Margaiit said 
yesterday after Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg handed him his creden- 
tials. 

The new position, which was in- 
itiated by Burg’s ministry pass- 

ed Into law by the Knesset In 
February, was originally proposed 
by Margaiit in 1973 and is seen ss a 
step toward improving police 
morale. A similar position for the 
IDF Is held by Rsv-Aluf (res.) 
Holm Laskov. 

Policemen, their children, 
spouses, parents, siblings or friends 
can Bend complaints to Margaiit, 
whose recommendations eon only 
be countermanded by a signed 
order of the Inspector-general or of 
the head of the Prison Service.

"My mandate is laid down by law* 
and is limited only by law." 
Margaiit said. 

He starts work on Monday, but he 
said that complaints have already 
begun reaching his new office at 
Beit Agron in Jerusalem.

Bombing of Al-Aksa predicted

An American clairvoyant, who is 
known In the Washington D.C., area 
for Jtls reputed psychic abilities, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that he foresees an attempt by Arab 
terrorists to bomb the Al-Aksa 
mosque on the Temple Mount. 

Tony Cordero, a Cuban-born 
American who is visiting Israel 
with a group of followers, said he 
visited the Western Wall and the 
Temple Mount on Monday and waa 
overcome by an intuition of 
terrorist intention. 

The terrorists’ aim. he said. 


would be to destroy the mosque and 
have the blame placed on Israel. He 
wants to sound the warning now. he 
say s. to prevent the attempt, or fail- 
ing that, to expose the terrorists’ in- 
tent. 

In the Washington area, Cordero 
says he has made a name for 
himself with uncanny predictions. 
He has consulted with the FBI In 
apprehending fugitives and aided 
police in locating missing persona. 

In October 2972 , he says, he warn- 
ed of a scandal In the Nixon Ad- 
ministration. which was followed 
by Watergate. He claims that on a 
radio show on June 16, 1978, he 


predicted the death of Pope Paul 
and his succession by a non-Italian. 
And he says that early last year he 
foresaw that Soviet tanks would 
begin massing at the Iranian 
border. 

Cordero foresees a presidential 
election victory for Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, the death of Ayatollab 
Khomeini at the hands of the 
Russians ( who wilt blame the CIA) , 
And a resulting massacre of the 
American hostages in Teheran. ' ■ 

He is critical of the Carter ad- 
ministration, saying It is prepared 
to sell out Israel to win support* 
from the Arab states. **’ 


‘35% of hospital beds needlessly occupied’

TEL AVIV. — There is undoubtedly 
more “brain power” per square 
inch In Israel than In any other 
country In the world, but for 
5 political and other reasons ’it Is be- 
! ing frittered away.” 

• ‘Thus Prof-'Mfltcai D. Heifetz. 80, a 
1 heuro-sui’geon at the University of 
Southern California Medical School 
and Cedars-Slnal Medical Centre, 
and a fervid and warm-hearted 
friend of Israel. 

Although, as a physician, he cen- 
tres his comments on the medical 
situation here — "enormous finan- 
cial waste and a disastrous abuse of 
wonderful medical manpower” — 
he implies that his criticism could 
well encompass many other phases 
of the country's economic, financial 
and cultural life. 

Prof. Heifetz sadly admits that in 
pinpointing his criticism he is not 
saying anything new. 

"Foreign experts come and go. 
but the situation does not change. 
I’m willing to wager that there are 
archives of recommendations 
drawn up by local physicians and 
health-care personnel that differ 
only slightly from what I have 
found wrong here." 

The problem then 1s not diagnos- 
ing the disease but treating It. And 
here la where the government com- 
es In. He makes It clear that he ia 
referring to all previous 
governments too. "They are 


cheating and deceiving the public.” 

Prof. Heifetz has discussed the 
shortcomings of Israel's health ser- 
vices at length with governmental 
and sick-fund representatives, and 
with others involved. Hla con- 
cluqions- ergbodied In a 

report be is new dr&udugup, but at: 
this tURft?h£ was only willing to di**, 
cuss a few of them. i 

First, “35 per cent of the hospital 
beds could be emptied within a 
short time while increasing the 
effectiveness of the medical help 
given to those in the hospital and 
those not admitted.” He has found 
that patients .are admitted for 
several days, often more than a 
week, for a series of tests “which 
could be done easily and Just as ef- 
ficiently on an ambulatory basis,” 
Prof. Heifetz says. 

"And these beds are filled 
needlessly because the hospital 
gets paid on the basts of how many 
beds it can fill up : the more beds oc- 
cupied. the more money the 
hospital gets. Who cares? After all, 
It’s only the taxpayer's money." 

Secondly, Professor Heifetz says, 
the present system under which the 
primary care physician (family 
and/or clinic doctor) does not 
follow his patient into the hospital is 
“dehumanizing” to the physician 
who must be allowed into the 
hospital both to see his patient and 
to learn from his peers. 


This family doctor should not be' ' 
paid on a per capita basis, but by 
the “amount of time he spends with „ 
a patient and the value of his ad-' ■ 
vice.” •• T 

The clinic corridors could be ' 
jeleared by simply making the, 
patient pay 25 per cent of the cost of I 
•the medical treatment he Is recely- .* 
Ing. This would give the family doc-. -. 
tor an incentive to spend more time " 
and thought with his patients; it 
would also persuade him to answee I 
night calls.

there is no such thing. 

"The patient pays heavily 
through his taxes, and this moneyed* 
being wasted. The system I propose 
will make the overall health system- 
not only much cheaper but also' 
much better. Everybody will 
benefit; nobody will lose.”

Ferry, tanker collide 
in Philippines; 80 die 




MANILA (Reuter) . — About 80 peo- 
ple were feared dead yesterday 
after a Philippines ferry sank Tues- 
day night following a collision with 
an; oil tanker barge. At least 850 
people were rescued. 

The- ferry Don Juan sank just 16 
minutes after the collision with the 
Tacloban City. 

“It was a miracle that so many of 
us; were saved despite the short 
time between the collision and the 
sinking, plus the fact that it was 
dark.” Catholic Father Manuel 
Duetao said. 

Rescue officials said 19 people 
died and 60 were still missing after 
the collision off the rugged island of 
Mindoro. But there was confusion 
over the toll with the Don Juan's 
owners saying they hod counted 96 
dead and 896 rescued. 


A spokesman for the rescue coor- 
dination centre said: "Until we 
have the complete manifest, until 
we have recovered all the bodies, it 
is really hard to say how many 
were trapped In the sunken vessel.” 
Philippines and U.S. aircraft, 
backed by eight ships who respond- 
ed to emergency calls, spent the 
day scouring the sea for survivors. 

The Coast Guard said an inquiry 
had been launched. It was a clear 
night. and the sea was calm, accor- 
ding to the Don Juan's owners, the 
Negros Navigation Company. 



The Don Juan, one of many 
ferries plying the scattered Philip- 
pine archipelago of 7,000 islands, 
had just enough time to radio a May 
Day message which ended, bandon 
ship, abandon ship, abandon ship.” 




Tear gas used to disperse 
protesting pupils at Soweto 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — 
South African police used tear gas 
and baton charges to disperse 
coloured (mixed race) students 
protesting racially segregated 
schools near here yesterday, a 
police spokesman said. On Tuesday 
riot police fired tear gas to disperse 
a protest by 8,000 pupils in Cape 

Town. 

The spokesman denied a report 
that warning shots had been fired in 
one of two incidents near 
Johannesburg's black satellite city 
of Soweto — scene of the bloody 1976 
riots which started in black schools. 


Soweto's police chief. Brigadier 
Kobus Ham man, said three tear 
gas cannisters were fired and five 
black policemen used batons in dis- 


persing about BOO students 
demonstrating on a school football 
ground near Soweto. The students 
scattered and returned to school. 

Half an hour later police In- 
tercepted about 300 coloured 
students marching from another 
school in the Soweto area. Once 
again the pupils scattered and 
returned to school, Ham man said. 

In South Africa's big port of Dur- 
ban on the Indian Ocean, police also 
used tear gas to disperse about 300 
demonstrating coloured students. 

The week-old class boycott by 
about 100,000 schoolchildren 
appeared to be spreading still 
further, with East London in the 
southeast and Uplngton in the 
northwest among the cities 
affected. 


Turkey counts 20 victims 
in deadliest day in years

ANKARA (Reuter). — At least 30 
people were killed in scattered 
political violence throughout 
Turkey on Tuesday — one of the 
worst dally tolls in years, police 
reported. 

Eight people died In the southern 
town of Tarsus, near the 
Mediterranean, where leftists 
fought a gun battle with police and 
paramilitary gendarmes. 
Authorities enforced a dusk-to- 
dawn curfew in the town. 

The shooting started after police 
arrived at the scene of a road acci- 
dent and found townspeople 
demonstrating is demand far safer 
roads. 

Four people were killed In two 
separate incidents — one apparent- 
ly in revenge for the other — In the 
southeastern town of Slverek. The 
first victims Were two members of 
the youth branch of the ruling right- 


wing Justice Party; the political 
views of the other two victims were 
not clear, police said. 

In the southeastern town of 
Blrecik. three people died when 
rightists strafed a cafe with 
machlnegrra fire, police said. 

Two people were shot dead for 
political motives in Istanbul, one in 
Ankara, one in Gazlantep and one 
-In Tokat, they added. 

According to press report, 1,430 
people have died In political in- 
cidents in Turkey in the past five 
months, including 27 soldiers and 15 
policemen. 

Most of the victims have been 
students or workers picked out as 
targets by Well-armed un- 
derground leftist of rightist gangs. 
The death of a student of worker 
known for his political views has 
usually been followed by a revenge 
killing by militants of that aide. 


U.S. officials welcome EEC 
deferment of Iran sanctions 
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Washington Post News Service 
WASHINGTON — The European 
allies' decision on Tuesday to take 
no action on Imposing harsh 
ecomomic sanctions against Iran 
before May 17 was quietly welcom- 
ed by administration foreign policy 
specialists, who feared that Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter had boxed 
himself in with his recent public 
warning about passible military ac- 
tion. 

The administration baa in recent 
days as much as declared that 
there remained few non-belligerent 
tactics for pressuring Iran. 

Officials privately explained last 
week that a widely reported mid- 
May deadline for action had been 
dropped when it was realised that 
Iran, given its chaotic political 
system, would not be In a position to 
act by then. 

But reporters were nevertheless 
encouraged to speculate that a 
"reassessment" leading to a naval 
blockade or mining of Iran's har- 
bours would be put in motion by 
May 15 if the hostages were not 
released by then. 


Accordingly, Tuesday’s move by 
the Europeans to defer action on 
full-dress economic sanctions until 
the next Common -Market foreign 
ministers' meeting in Naples. on 
May 17 had the effect of pre- 
empting that deadline. 

The U.S. foreign policy 
specialists conceded that the Lux- 
embourg announcement was 
probably less calculated than that 
and more likely a compromise 
between British and West German 
willingness to support Washington 
and French reluctance to do so. 
-At the-same time, administration 
officials conceded that precisely 
such pressure tactics may have 
been necessary to get the 
Europeans to come along as far as 
they have in support of the U.S,

Is in order. If there is a gap that 
can be corrected. It Is desirable to 
do so before the child starts second 
grade, and so the parent needs to 
take the Initiative. 

If the teacher Ja convinced that 
there is nothing that needs to be 
done at this time, all well and good. 
But If this child could benefit from 
some extra help, then now is the 
time to plan for the summer 
months. 

FOR THAT ninth'grader — es- 
pecially one who has so far had a 
very fine school record — the 
problem is different In that the 
teacher is not going to be the first to 
identify it. When and if the slump <a 
sudden drop in achievement and in- 
terest*. does happen, the "halo 
effect" may prevent the teacher 
from recognizing it Immediately. 
fThe "halo effect" Is the tendency 
to give a youngster with a record of 
high marks the same high marks 
even though his performance no 
longer warrants this. In othfr 
words, there Is a very natural 
tendency to allow a person’s 
reputation to influence objective 
evaluation.)

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— that things are not going as well 
for him In school as they did 
formerly — or. If a subject suddenly 
gets too hard for him, experiencing 
that very unpleasant feeling that he 
Is not really as smart as people 
think he Is. 

But given the adolescent's 
tendency toRdramatlc changes in 
mood, and the tendency to speak of 
even mundane matters as either 
"super" or "in the pita." his normal 
conversation about school may be 
very full of heat and yet shed very 
little light on his personal condition 
at this time. 

A parent has to be a very atten- 
tive listener and very tactful at en- 
couraging meaningful conversation 
for a lS-ycar-dd with a fine school 
reputation to be able to say, "2 feel 
like I'm just floundering in math, 
and I know I'm going to fall." 

Remember that this student's 
parents and tachers ore all used to 
expecting land getting) a fine per- 
formance. Why should anyone be 
looking for problems where none ' 
have existed In the past? Or the 15- 
year-old, already occupied with the 
usual anxieties and seif-doubts 10 
typical of this age. may just not be 
able to handle the prospect of a 
school failure in addition, so he says 
nothing. 

Sometimes a purent, having 
noted, changes In homework habits 
or attitudes, has to be direct and 
n*fc specific questions such as, "Are 
you having difficulties in subject 
X?” and if the answer is yes, “Let’s 
see where we can go for help and 
planning for next term." 

FOR IT IS the “next term” that is 
all Importatnt. Public school educa- 
tion is a process of building skills, 
like building a house of blocks, and 
the next term (like the next storey) 
will be endangered if the previous 
one was deficient. In terms of foun- 
dation. the first and the ninth 
grades ore the Important ones. 

The first, obviously, because of 
the reading. The ninth. less ob- 
viously. because of the possibility of 

THE CROWNING GLORY of about 
30 hours of piano-playing at the 
competition, with the presentation 
of the first two prizewinners, unfor- 
tunately turned Into a 
“Rachmaninov -Festival,” as both 
finalists chose the composer for 
their last bout. This may have in- 
dicated the desire of the young 
pianists to make an Impression on 
judges and audiences, even though 
the ■'previoftsT' rounds had 
demonstrated tpeir all-round 
talents In music* of very varied 
styles and demands.

American Gregory 
Allen — all-assured first 
prizewinner In his performance — 
bore out the judgment of the Inter- 
nationa) jury and played like a 
seasoned and experienced pianist 
of most promising ability. It seems 
clear that Gregory Allen Is on his 
way to international recognition 
following his victory at the Rubin- 
stetn Competition, where . he faced 
such tough competition. 

Mendi Rodan led the Jerusalem 
Symphony Orchestra In superbly 
coordinated renditions providing 
the best possible support for the 
soloists, and the JSO did a good and 
responsible job in accompanying 
all that Rachmaninov.

the not-uncommon “sophomore 
slump” In lOtii grade. Where the 
slump has its roots in academic as. 
well as emotional difficulties, then 
it Is obviously more effective to use 
preventive rather than remedial 
measures- 

Rut the time is now — during the 
third trimester of the school year. 
Don’t wnh until the end of the term 
when children are restless and dif- 
ficult to control, and teachers are 
tired and bogged down in the moun- 
tains at paper-work which 
characterize the close of the school ' 
year. 

. Schedule the teacher conference 
now, leaving enough time, if 
necessary, to see other school per- 
sonnel And,, if It Is necessary to 
arrange for tutorial help, get the 
recommendation of the teacber or 
the principal or the special- 
education teacher as to the most 
competent people available, and do 
this, before the vacation starts. 

Not all school problems can be 
prevented, and not all problems 
that do oecur can .be eured or 
mitigated hy extra studies during 
the summer. There are many cir- 
cumstances where a study 
programme during the long vaca- 
tion is contra-indicated-, in some 
cases, a youngster would be much 
better off developing social, 
athletic or artistic skills. But In the 
case of learning to read, or the star- 
ting high school (where the 
problems are most often In math 
and English — or Bible for English 
speakers 1, the parent needs the 
help of the professionals to make 
the beat decision possible for hla 
child. 

Where the child or the student has 
obvious problems or deficiencies 
compared to the average class per- 
formance. the teacher is Im- 
mediately aware of this and 
parents are notified and counselled. 
In the case where a student's per- 
formance is at variance with his 
own abilities and behaviour 
patterns, the problem is Jess easily 
identified : in the first grade 
because of developmental factors, 
and In the ninth grade because the 
student and teacher are new to each 
other. 

If you. the parent, have questions 
or doubts, or if you just feel that you 
don’t know enough about your 
child's progress In spite of the lost 
report card, ask for that con- 
ference. If it proves to have been un- 
necessary, then you can throw out 
your chest and brag a bit. But if 
your doubts are proved correct, 
then this la the time to plan for that 
summer programme.

In fact, the choreographer didn't 
make his point, though the four 
women — Efral Llvni, Timna 
Yerit-l, Martha Reifeid and Einat 
Ltvne — were an outstanding 
quartet. 

Nor did he make his pom: regar- 
ding the two semi-nude males who 
were apparently, David and 
Jonathan. Was their very close 
donee a suggestion of homosex- 
uality? Then It wasn't sufficiently 
clear. Was it the love that was 
"wonderful?" Then there was no 
warmth In it. 

Zlchri Dagan and Shlomo Zaga 
danced strenuously and well but 
with a too-cool calculation.

In the film, 
she moves brilliantly, but she

The music, by Halim El-D&bh, 
full of moan, pulse and song, is 
wholly intertwined with the 
choreography.

Booming Eilat ready for 
further quick expansion

EILAT. — The Eilat Foreshore 
Development Co. to to begin work 
on the Red Sea port’s south beach 
area, Avl Bruck, head of the 
government corporation told ' a 
press tour here last week. 

Until now the company has con- 
fined its activities to the north 
beach area, from the crossroad at 
the entrance to the town to the Jor- 
danian border. The new develop- 
ment section stretches south of the 
port. 

The decision to extend the 
development, made during a visit 
to the area by Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister Gideon P&tt, is 
part of the Intensified drive to 
spruce up Eilat before the Red Sea 
coast Is handed back to the Egyp- 
tians in two yean. One project 
about to get underway to a diving 
centre at the nature reserve, ad- 
joining the Underwater Obser- 
vatory. 

Describing the crisis which hit 
the Eilat tourism Industry last 
year. Mayor Gad Katz told 
newsmen how Tjaerehorg. largest 
of the Scandinavian charter tour 
organizers, threatened to drop the 
Israeli resort from its programme 
and substitute Aqaba, Eilat’s Jor- 
danian twin, across the bay. 

An urgent appeal to the minister 
actually brought results, Katz 
noted and a committee set up to 


work on the problem did in fact 
spruce up the town, using a special 
budget for the project 

Incidentally, EUat did finally 
send a team to Aqaba to see exactly 
what the Jordanian port ottered.

Flower shortage may develop

TEL AVIV. — The flower export 
season, which usually ends towards 
the middle of May with Mother's 
Day, might finish on a low key 
because of lack of flowers, Agrexco 
spokesman Haim Keller told The 
Jerusalem Post recently. 

He blamed the freakish weather 
this winter and the economic 
problems of some farmers, who 
stopped growing flowers in the mid- 
dle of the season, for the shortage of 
flowers. He said this will be the first 
year that flower exports will not 
reach the export target set at the 
beginning of the season. He did not 
have exact figures but estimated 
that exports are 30 per cent below 
the planned figure. 

The lack of flowers to specially 
harmful to Agrexco 'a efforts to 
penetrate the U.B. market, a 
relatively new field on which the 


marketing organization spent great 
sums for promotion. 

One of the organizations to be hurt 
will be the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations Of America. 
They had decided to participate In 
Agrexco’s Iaraflower programme, 
which provided the organization 
with Israeli grown flowers, which 
they planned to sell at a profit. 


According to David Pick, national 
director of Iaraflower. the great de- 
mand for Israeli flowers in 
American congregations had per- 
suaded Agrexco to add a special 
delivery flight for last year’s 
Shavuot holiday. He added that 
more than 500 Jewish organizations 
around the U.S. had ordered 
deliveries for Pessah too.

Switzerland gains in popularity 
as holiday destination of Israelis

TEL AVIV. — A variety at vacation 
packages In Switzerland, at lower 
prices and a higher quality than In 
previous years, are expected to 
attract a g ro win g number of Israelis 
to Switzerland this year, Swissair 
general manager Bruno Greif told 
the press here yesterday. He said 
that there is a 10 per cent rise in the 
number of Israelis travelling to 
Switzerland, compared to January- 
March last year.

Only the first hotel night 
need be reserved in advance. Each 


hotel belonging to the network 
arranges for the next night's lodg- 
ing according to the tourist's 
choice, for 25 francs a night. Greif 
said that last year the average 
price per night wee SO franca. 

The Swiss tourist spends an 
average of $1,200 during a visit to 
Israel, totalling last year $42m. 
while Israeli tourists spent a total of 
$30m. in Switzerland laat year, 
Greif said. 

He noted that this summer 
Swissair intends to operate the new 
DC 9-81 planes, which have 185 
seats and more comfort. .

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UB win be close to tt ,280m. — a 
threefold increase in 34 months, 
Other, pstroi-buyfag nations face 

the same dilemma, which has been 
the precipitating cause of their 
price inflation — that makes the 
raw materials and industrial goods 
they sell to Israel correspondingly 
more expensive. 

Israel** situation has worsened 
more than theirs for political 
reasons. In 1978 it was getting otn. 
tons from Iran plus Um, from Uie 
Alma field in Sinai, making 6.6m. 
(out of a total consumption of 8m. 
toss) from secure sources of supply 
at the best prevailing prices. 

A year later both those sources 
were (dosed. “The loss of Iran over- 
night was enough to make a man's 
hair turn white, " says Agra on. Bow 
do the three importer companies 
manage today? Two million tons 
come from Egypt for 334 a barrel, 
and three million tons from Mexico 
for S32. which Is not really cheaper 
when the cost of freighting It to 
Israel is taken Into account. 

That makes five million tons, out 
of eight. No other government is 
ready to sell oil to the Jewish state, 
even though payment is offered in 
hard cash — neither Nigeria nor 
Venezuela, which are both 
members of OPEC, nor Britain or 
Norway which are not. 

Israel has to make nearly 40 per 
cent of its purchases in the spot 
market, and that is costlier. The 
price difference is small at the mo- 
ment (shipments can be got for 336) 
— owing to a glut of supplies, due to 
an unexpectedly mild winter In the 
West. 

However, the situation could 
change. Saudi Arabia has compen- 
sated for the drop tn Iranian 
supplies by stepping up Its own 
production; but It has by now more 
foreign currency than if needs, and 
could decide to hoard reserves. A 
sinister factor looming on the 
•horizon Is the Soviet Union, which 
:will begin importing oil from the 
•outside world any time now. 

This is the background to Energy 
Minister Yitzhak ModaTs latest in- 


itiative In the U.S. A letter of un- 
derstanding attached to the Gamp 
David agreement offers American 
help if Israel seeds it. The need 
would exist if Israel cannot find 
suppliers at a commercial price. 
The help would consist of making 
available (be relatively small quan- 
tities of oil (by world standards) 
.that Israel might be lacking, at the 
price that everybody pays- 

Israel has Its eyes on Alaska as a 
third supplier jointly with Mexico 
and Egypt. America could replace 
any oil sacrificed in Alaska by 
charging Israel whatever It cost her 
to buy oil elsewhere. The U.3. ia 
Saudi Arabia’* biggest customer by 
far. and that country provides the 
world's cheapest fuel. 

Lost year oil was selling at a little 
over 320. Tn December the price 
doubled, (hen dropped again when 
it -emerged that there was 
something of a buyers' market 
Israel purchased, it is said, an ex- 
• pensive consignment In January, 
before the prices planed out. How 
will the zigzag move next? 

Nobody can tell. All the establish 
ed oil exporting countries — we are 
not talking of Norway and Britain 
are politically unatable. 
Upheavals like the one In Persia 
could happen elsewhere. 

Israel has advantages. It Is a 
small country, it does not need 
much. It possesses comprehensive 
refining facilities, so can accom- 
modate crude of any grade. It can 
use middlemen In the market, and 
they are not lacking. It has built up 
the largest possible oil stock, as a 
precaution against contingencies. 

But tt cannot rest when such a 
large proportion of Its supplies 
derive from the spot market, which 
is the most unpredictable part of 
the trade and ts itself not officially 
open to Israeli purchasers. Besides, 
i* Egypt a sure supplier over the 
next decade? A delegation of 
American experts, headed by an 
Under- Secretary from (he State 
Department and one from the 
Energy Department are arriving at 
the beginning of next month to ex- 
amine all these considerations. 

The acquisition of energy 
resources ft becoming a problem as 
complex os the acquisition of arms. 
The country ft diversifying in arms 
by expandiag its military in- 
dustries. Is it diversifying enough 
in energy? At a time when the cast 
of oil imports squals the net dollar 
earnings (or added value) of half 
Israel's entire industrial exports, 
the question deserves to be 
pondered. .

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A dubious tax 


TUESDAY midnight’s Increase in fuel prices was expected for 
weeks, and partly Inevitable. There is no way to shield the 
Israeli consumer of fuel against the regular extortionate rises in 
the foreign price of petroleum. 

In fact, the latest price hike was inadequate : to fully cover the 
deficit created by international price increases, and by the 
devaluation of our currency, local prices would have had to be 
raised by nearly 00 per cent. 

However, not all of the price increase was Inevitable, nor was 
it all caused by factors beyond the government's control. 

The government has traditionally followed a "cost-plus” 
policy in fixing oil prices. Whenever the international price of oil 
rises, the taxes on fuel are increased in proportion. In the case 
of petrol, these taxes amount to some 00 per cent of the price to 
the consumer. 

If an alignment of domestic fuel prices with the import price 
of oil and the rate of devaluation of the currency cannot be 
avoided, the increase in domestic taxes on fuel can be. For it is 
very simply, an Increase in taxes — which are certain to be 
spent, and will do nothing to reduce the chronic overspending by 
the government. 

What the government does is to systematically use the in- 
creases in the import price of oil to help push the price level up. 

Hie countries of Western Europe, whose rates of inflation are 
much lower than Israel’s, last year softened the inflationary im- 
pact of oil price hikes by reducing taxes. Our revenue-hungry 
government has still not learned how to do it. 

Under pressure from Gideon Patt, the minister of industry, 
trade and tourism, the subsidy on industrial fuel paid by users of 
petrol has been maintained in the latest oil price increase. The 


dustrial purposes will undermine efforts to conserve energy. It 
will also Inhibit weeding out energy-intensive Industrial enter- 
prises, which the country can no longer afford. 

In the next two months we are likely to go through another 
wave of sharp increases In the prices of nearly all goods and ser- 
vices. Once this wave has subsided, it will be time for a new 
round of fuel price hikes, to make up for the shortfall in the 
latest price increase — and the further rise that must be ex- 
pected in the near future. 

Hie price mechanism is a weak enough instrument to bring 
about the structural changes needed to adapt our economy to 
the reality of high and rising fuel prices. The government is ap- 
parently neither willing nor able to supplement this mechanism 
by direct and massive efforts to save energy. 

At the very least, it should not weaken the price mechanism 
even further by continuing to subsidize ftiel prices through an 
irrational and inequitable system of price fixing. 


PLO’s true and only face 


AFTER a suitable pause, that also served their purposes well, 
the PLO terrorists have tried to resume their aerial warfare 
against Israel. Their attempt to blow up, by means of a bootoy- 
tr;. ;;ped suitcase, an El Ai plane en route from Zurich to Lod, 
was abo rted at the last momen t b y security guards. 

Had the attempts succeeded, many passengers and crew 
members might have lost their lives. 

The incidents are still under investigation. The West German 
who tried to get the deadly suitcase onto the El Al plane at 
Zurich described himself to his captors as the knowing ac- 
complice to what he thought was a diamond smuggling plot. The 
Swiss police are reported to suspect closer involvement on his 
part. 

What is hardly in question is that the' authors of the bomb 
scheme were themselves PLO operatives out on a murder ex- 
pedition. 

Zurich was a favourite hunting ground for PLO terrorists in' 
the halcyon days of terrorism. Back in February 1969 a terrorist 
attack was made at Zurich airport on an El AI plane, in the 
course of which one crew member was killed. Almost exactly a 
year later, in February 1970, 47 passengers and crew of a Lod- 
bound Swissair aircraft perished in an explosion shortly after 
takeoff from Zurich. 

The perpetrators of that decade-old outrage were members of 
Ahmad JlbriTs Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 
The exact identity of the PLO gang that tried to stage this latest 
repeat performance has not yet been ascertained. No investiga- 
tion, however, is needed to pin the blame where it belongs, on 
the PLO. 

But the blame extends much further — to those Arab 
governments that serve as full accessories to PLO terror by 
providing the murderers with the necessary funds, bases and 
arms, and to other governments, in both Bast and West, which 
pretend not to know that the FLO’s true business is terror and 
that its ultimate aim is Israel’s destruction. 
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Russian anti-Semitism is at least as important as 
Moscow’s interest in courting the. Arabs in understanding 
its Middle East policy, writes LEV NATKOVICH. 


THERE IS NO consensus in this 
country about the goals of Soviet 
policy in the Middle East and the 
real intentions of the Russians vis-d- 
vis Israel. 

Hie majority of Israelis — until 
recently, the overwhelming majori- 
ty — are convinced that Moscow is 
interested in strengthening its posi- 
tion In the Arab countries and is, 
therefore, compelled to take an 
anti-Israel line. 

But those same Israelis believe 
that at the core of the Soviet attitude 
lies one particular facet of the Arab-. 
Israeli conflict: the future of the oc- 
cupied territories. And many of 
them believe that once Arab 
sovereignty over those territories la 
established, recognised boundaries 
fixed, and Arab- Israeli hostilities 
are at an end, the. Soviet Union will 
drop Its anti-IsraeU policy and 
renew diplomatic relations. 

But there is another aspect of 
Soviet attitudes which is not, at first 
glance, connected directly with the 
Arab-Israeli territorial conflict, but 
which has become the basis for all 
aspects of public life in the Soviet 
Union — anti-Semitism and anti- 
ZHonlam. 

The mass media, whose task it is 
to explain, the goals of Soviet policy 
regarding Jews, Israel and 
Zionism, has until recently been 
considered to be merely anti-Israeli 
and anti-Zionist. Now it is also ten- 
ding to be anti-Semitic. 

In addition to newspaper articles 


and collections of essays (reproduc- 
ed In their millions) publications 
also Include openly anti-Semitic fic- 
tion. Hie moat popular writers in 
this anti-Semitic genre are Ivan 
Shevtsov and Valentin PikuL 

The main aim In all this fiction is 
to present Jews, Zionism and Israel 
as an evil, extra-terrestrial power 
whfch descended on earth to destroy 
the Soviet Union, the Russian peo- 
ple, Communism and all of 
mankind. 

Since the only .power to have 
seriously endangered the existence - 
of the Soviet Union was Hitler’s 
Germany, the main thesis of anti- 
Semitic propaganda In the Soviet 
Union ia a comparison of Zionists 
with Nazis. 

It is claimed that Zionists are 
stronger and more dangerous than 
the Nazis were, and that it was 
Zionists who put Hitler in power in 
order to destroy the Soviet Union 
and the Russian people. Thif type of 
propaganda elicits a sharp response 
from the common people, who re- 
tain a strong memory of the Ger- 
man Invasion. 

In all this, the policy of the Nazis 
towards the Jews is carefully 
omitted and, as a result, Jews are 
presented not as the victims of the 
Nazis, but as their accomplices. 

One cannot dismiss the possibility 
that the authors of similar logical 
constructions really believe- what 
they are saying. 

The anti-Semitic orgy in the 


Soviet. Uhion is directed not only 
against Israel, which Is presented 
as an incarnation of the Devils but 
also against Jews throughout the 
world; against Soviet Jews, -and 
against the Jewish religion, its 
history and traditions. 

According to one observer of the 
Soviet scene, “An Informed reader 
can find Nazi roots in modem Soviet 
anti-Semitic propaganda. The .only 
difference is that Hitler. Gdebbels 
and Stretcher talked about .the 
’’treacherous role of World-Jewry,” 
while the Russians emphasize the 
“World Jewish bourgeoisie' ’ as a 
danger to peace-loving nations. 

“There is no doubt that- the 
current openly anti-Semitic cam- 
paign In the Soviet press has been 
sanctioned at the highest level. Un- 
disguised anti-Semitism is a fear- 
some omen of future events in. the 
USSR." 

The Soviet hatred of Israel is 
irrational, and la not connected to 
problems of terrorism, oil,' in- 
fluences and other practical 
matters. 

- What is moat confusing for 
Israelis is the connection of official 
Soviet anti-Semitism with ' the 
deepest essence of the Soviet type of 
communism: a social sys t em which 
denies in principle the ~ moral 
criteria generally accepted fit; the 1 
West. 

It is the incompatibility erf the 
moral criteria of the West and -the 
absolutely opposite moral bases of

Sir. — We have been following 
with great interest the controversy 
Concerning the public appearances 
in Chicago of representatives of the 
Peace Now movement. As sponsors 
of three of the forums in question 
(which were held In synagogues 
and attended by predominantly 
Jewish audiences totalling over 600 
people), we are distressed at the 
misinterpretation of our own alms 
in sponsoring them. 

We are among that large portion 
of American Jews who identify 
strongly with Israel, but who have 
deep misgivings about current 
government policies, and find 
themselves unable to support them. 
In our ongoing Involvement with 
the Peace Now movement,' we feel 
we are expressing our commitment 
to Israel; the claim in your 
Readers’ Letters column (by Mr. 
Herschel Auerbach, Zionist 
Organization of Chicago) that these 
meetings were “attacks" attended 
by "anti-Israel elements" la ab- 


solutely, unfounded and untrue. 

The basic premise of the Peace 
Now representatives, as they 
themselves have stated,, is com- 
plete commitment to Israel’s sur- 
vival and security. Discussions at 
the meetings we sponsored centred 
around the conditions under which 
Israel’s security needs could be 
compatible with Palestinian self- 
determination. This la admittedly a 
difficult and controversial issue, 
but it is one that needs to be con- 
fronted and discussed. Public 
appearances such as the ones we 
recently sponsored, far from 
"damaging" Israel’s image, repre- 
sent a clear affirmation of it and a 
refutation to those who would 
slander it by suggesting that Israel 
Is no longer a democratic cation 
whose citizens - can -voice their 
opinions or speak their minds.
